_THS YANKEES SHELLING PETERRBORG—-COM-
PLETE ROUT AND CAPIURE OF iHE YANKEE
3AIDERS, THEIR ARTILLERY, WAGONS, &c.

The Confederate pablished the following letter in anex
tra to-day :

{JafToN, N. C., July 1at, 1864,

Tear SiB :—I ~eached here tc-day atter two and a half
days jourvey from Petersburg. I don’t think the road
#ill be repaired for ore month to Petersburg. Ail the
fchting for several days bas been on the railroad near
Reams’ 8 ution. There was a heavy fight there yestorday,
in which we got the advantage. The city cannot be taken
by Geant.  All seem to be confident of oor ability to hold
the plucc. ‘The enemy eontinue to shell the city evary day.
Scme houses bave been badly damaged, though but few
persuns Killed,

The erems ’s loss eince the fight commanced is thought
tu be twenty thousand,—ours fifteen bundred.

Gene. Hawpton, W. H.F. Lee and Chamblis met the
Yenkee ramnders under Wileon and Syp.care and killed, wound-
¢d acd esptored three thousand. They also captiured fil-
teen hoedred hoeraes, all their artilery—15 pleces—wagon
trairs. baggage and arnmunition. This kappened on Wed-
peeday and Thursday, pear Stoney Creek.

THE MERSEY STEAM-RAMS.

On Monday ia the Hounse of Cowmmons, Mr. Hodg-
kipson, ia reference to the Schicitor-(General’s statement
in the Uonrt of Exchequer on Tbhureday lust, that the
ca e of the Attoroey-Generel v. Laird acd others, rela-
ting to the seizure of tle Confederate rams, had been
arracged, askid the Attorney-Ueneral whethber the ar-
ravgement sliaded to wvolved the purchase of these
vissels, and, il so, whether oply at their fair valae, or
at some higher price; whether the indacement to the
Crown to make such arrangement was a doubt ss to
‘Le construction and uppiication of the provisions of
vie Foreign Enlistment Act with regard to equipping
aod armiug vessels ; whether it was part of the terms
of arrapgement that the alleged misdemeanour under
tbe Tth sceiion of the Foreign Eniistment Act should
be ccudoued by tne Crown, ana that no claim for com-
pensation for the seizure should be made by the defen-
dants ; and whether any legislation would be proposed
in order to obviate in future the doubts and’difiicalties
attending the construction and enforcing of the For-
eign Eclistment Acrt, end thus prevent the arrangement
of the recent case cperating a3 a premium to shipbuil-
ders to specualate oo building vessels of war for bellig-
eteats. :

The Atoruey General replied: In answer to the
qucstion of the hon. gentieman it will be neccessary for
me to make a sbort statement to the House. The
House is probally aware that in the month of Septem-
ber—some time before the scizure of these vessels—the
Government applied to the persous representing them-
gelves to be the owners of these sbips, expressing their
willingness, if they were really in the hands of bona fide
owners, to tieat for jthe purchase of them. At that
tims the ovelture =0 made by the Government was en-
tirely ineflectual, and the eeizare alterwards took place.
No overture was subzequently made by the Government,
bat on the other band, sn offer was made to the Govero—
ment some tupe 220, oflering the ships in question to the
Governm:nt at a price pamed, which in the opinion of
the Gouverament did not represent their fair valae, but
was, in faci, a mach higher price. That overture was
gimply aud absolutely declined, avd no further commu-
pications were made having any tendency to lead to an
arrangement. The same party, and I mention his name
—M. Bravay—aflerwards rcnewed the spplication in
anoiher form. He stated that he was desirous of know-
ing whether there were any pecuniary terins which the
Government, on their part, would be willing to
offer, by mcaus of which the maiter might be
broaght to =n end, it being understood that
no a Imission wos to be asked from the one pariyto tle
etfect that a violation of the law had been commutted, or
from the other in the contrary seuse. Upon that the ad-
mirality, by the assistance they were able to command,
psceriained what in their opinion wonid be the fair
value, gtatiog that they were prepared, for the reasons
assigned, to put un end to the matter of the terms of
paying the fair value of the vessels, hut not on the terms
of paying any other or greater price. That value was
very mach less than the sum pamed, and very much
less than the partics staled they would bz able to ob-
tain from #ny other purchasers they could command.
They accordivgly closed with the offer made by the
(iovernmeut. [ne hon. geotleman further asks wheth-
er the inducvment fo the Urown to make such arrange-
ment was a doubt as to the construction and applica-
tion of the provisiona of the Foreign Knlistment A ct
with regard to the eqiippiog and armisg of veessle.
In apswer to that qaestion 1 may say that the House
is perfecyly well able to judge what the doubts are which
